Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 7, 
line 22, "body 40" should be changed to -rail 40- line 25 should be changed to -rail 
40-. On page 8, line 16, "flange 60" should be changed to -flange 63-.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 45 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 4,926,522 to Wang. 

Wang discloses a mount comprising: an elongated body (71) having a 
longitudinal axis, a curtain interface (72) coupled to an upper surface of the body, and a 
coupler (65) adapted for coupling the elongated body to a mounting member (11), the 
coupler including an interface (62) adapted to receive a mounting member, the coupling 
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position of the coupler being adjustable over a range of positions relative to the 
longitudinal axis of the body (the coupler position can be adjusted by rotating the 
coupler about threaded stud insert 62) . wherein the position of the coupler is 
determined according to indexed positions on the body (each rotation of the coupler 
about threaded stud insert 62 constitutes an indexed position).
